broached, in 1825. the United States has 
taken an active though fruitless inter- 
est in the project oC a canal

N icaragua.

Holland, France and England have al

All have failed frorr 


inability to raise the necessary funds 
Most of them have, appealed

United States for aid or credit, aftei 
finding the task too much for theii 
iwn resources, and such an appeal from 
the present company was attracting 
lavonible attention when Secretary Ol 
ney threw cold water oil it by the pub 
licatlon of a letter from Minister Rod 
riguez, claiming that the company had 
already forfeited ita contract with th 
Nicaragua government, and that thi 
contract, moreover, expressly stipula 


tcdtrd that no .stock or interest in the 
canal was to be held by :iny sovurn- 
ment.

The War Revenue Bill 


Approved. 


Republicans Unanimous in 


Its Favor. 


Seven Democrats Also Voted for 


it—Imported Tea to be 


Taxed. 


WASHINGTON. June <.—The war 


revenue measure was passed by the 
senate this evening at 7:03 o'clock. The 
bill was under consideration eight hours 
today. A -scurts or more attempts were 
made to amend It, but in only three or 
four instances were the attempts suc- 
owful. Particular effort was made to 
amend thft bond provision of the meas- 
ure, but it was futile in every Instance. 
The most notable amendment made to 
the measure today was that offered by 
Mr. Tinman of South Carolina, placing 
.i di:ty of ten cents a pound on all tea 
Imported into the United States. 


The amendment created no debate 


and was adopted by a vote of 38 to 32. 
Tt is calculated by the senate experts 
that the duty, if it be finally enacted 
Into law, will raise at least $10,000,000 a 
year, and probably more. An amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Chilton (Demo- 
crat) of Texas, a member of the finance 
committee, provides for a tax graduat- 
ed according to price upon all articles 
sold under a patent right, trade mark 
or name not open to general use, and 
whk-h arf not otherwise taxed by the 
bill. 


Through an amendment offered 
by 


Mr. Lindsay (Dem.) of Kentucky the 
senate decided not to place a stamp tax 
upo:: bundles of newspapers wholly 
partly printed which weigh less than 100 


j pounds, 


A tax of four cents a barrel was 


placed on adulterated Hour and a stamp 
tax of one cent on every ticket entitling 
the holder to a scat in a palace or par- 
lor car or berth in a sleeping car, the 
company selling: the seat or berth being 
required to affix the stamp. 


On passage of the measure every Re- 


publican voted in the affirmative. By 
partic-s the vote in favor of the mean- 
tire was: Republicans, 39; Democrats 
7; Populists, 1; Silver Republican, 1; to- 
tal 4S. Against the bill: Democrats. 
20; Topulists, 7; Silver Republican, 1; 
total, 2S.

WASHINGTON. June 4.- "The 
COD: 


Is driven in the bottle,"-waa the'com- 
ment of the naval officers at the navy 
department 
this morning' when 
the 


news came of the sinking of the'Mer- 
rimac in the channel at the entrance of 
Santiago harbor. They are -absolutely 
satisftedj that the ship was' sent1 in. br 
deaigu ot Sampson to close tbe 'channel 
and prevent the escape of t&e Spanish 
squadron and that the undertaking was 
successful, if so, this will rantt as one 
of the noblest* achievements In naval 
history. It' will outrank • even' Cush- 
ins'R famous attack upon the" Albe- 
marle with his little torpedo btiat. That 
Is the opinion of the navy department 
at least. 


Thu officers say that dishing had a' 


lltihtinp chance to escape after-making 
his attack, and he did indeed escape. 
There was no such chance foV the men 
who took the Merrimai: into' Santiago 
harbor under ihii guns' which Sehley'3 
report described as of 'groat Vowcr 
and over nests of submarine- mines, any 
one of which was sulhdcnt to crush in 
the bottom of tbe ship, it is not pos- 
sible now to learn who made up this 
crew that is destined to-be famous in 
American history, for the opinion at 
the navy department is that Admiral 
Sampson directed that no nmn be or- 
dered into such dangerous duty, but 
that volunteers be called for. There is 
no doub*. however, that ;it least two of 
tho officers were aboard, namely. Com- 
mander J. M. Miller of Missouri and As- 
sistant Engineer R; K. C--ank of Texas. 
The captain could be relied upon, it Is 
said, to stick to his ship, to the last, 
and from what is known of Crank hi 
would not be likely to leave the ship, 
beiiiff the only commanding engineer of- 
ficer on board. There is only one opin- 
ion at ihe department ol the courage 
of the man who coolly'stood at the en- 
gine levers down in the hold and di- 
rectly above the bottom ot the ship that 
he momentarily expected to come flying: 
upward on the blast of a mitH> or tor- 
pedo. 


One of the reasons that form the basis 


of the conviction that the Mmrfmac was 
purposely sunk in the channel is the 
fact that the ship was of little valuu as 
a naval vessel. 


She had broken down in ber mach- 


inery and was kept at worfc only with 
difficulty. 
Some of Crank'a letters are 


at orice laughable and pathetie in their 
recital of the trials and tribulations 
which the young officer (he is about 25 
years .old) suffered 
In his efforts to 


make tho machinery work at all.. This 
Is just the kind of craft that would be 
selected.to block the channel. She is of 
Iron and therefore not likply to be easily 
removed by the Spaniards. Then she 
was empty, and so of no immediate 
value to the fleet. 


Another reason for believing that the 


Merrimac was purposely sunk is the 
small number of the crew aboard, ac- 
cording to the reports. There sccras to 
have been just enough men on her to 
steer the ship and keep tho 
enRlnes 


moving. The normal crew of the nol- 
lier was about forty men, BO that the 
others must have been taken off in ad- 
vance. It is said at the navy depart- 
ment that there Is no possibility that 
the American sailors captured by the 
Spaniards wHl suffer. They ' are 
not 


spies in any sense, but prisoners of war, 
and so far there has been no disposition 
shown by the Spaniards to mistreat 
such prisoners. 


As to the change brought in the sit- 


uation by this bold exploit, It is said 
that it will now be possible to draw off 
the larger part of the American fleet 
for service elsewhere than at Santiago, 
perhaps at San Juan de Porto Rico or 
Havana, for instance. A small force of 
say two monitors and a cruiser would 
suffice to keep guard at Santiago, fnr 
all that is necessary now is to be able 
to bring enough guns to bear upon the 
channel to prevent the Spaniards from 
attempting to clear away the wreck by 
the use of torpedoes, and to prevent the 
escape of the small torpedo boats, that 
night be able to pass over the Merrl- 
mac's hull. 


Of course it must be remembered thru 


there are drawbacks to the present sit- 
uation, for while the Spaniards cannot 
get out, our ships can not get in the 
harbor and an;, land attack upon San- 
tiago would be made at great disad- 
vantage for lack of the support of the 
American fleet.

similar in general scope to that appar- 
ently put into execution yesterday. It

and'rim into tlie harbor, ami at the 
pmper point were to.-be scuttled. .Pro- 
visions were to bo made for-tin: safely 
of the crew by attaching to the tug a 
torpedo boat stern foremost. 
• 


At' Ihf prnprfr moment' the crew was 


lo go aboard the--torpedo boat, scuttle 
the hulks by an electrical contrivance. 
;uid, cutting loose from the hulkg, make 
a rush for liberty and--thr opon 
sea. 


There are signs that yesterday's project 
was n. development of this idea. 1'rob- 
nbly the plan of taking in scows"waa 
rejected by Sampson so as not to'waste 
time in waiting fnr such craft.- As to 
the prospects of the Merrimac being' re 
moved by tlie, Spaniards, the. officials 
nt ihe navy department declare- that 
this 1s likely to be a difficult, dangerous 
anil time-Consuming operation.

Merri- 
mac in, according to the statement of 
one of the officials competent to .sp£-i(k 
on this subject, ami to pledge the navy 
department. When they get out of their 
Spanish prisons they will profit by this 
in the Fbapo of advane.- in numbers 
and in money.

When the factory whistle sounded at 


3'' ;;6 yesterday for the operatives to re- 
turn to work. Foreman O. C. Codding- 
ton. who had jrom> into the basement 
of the box-factory, noticed smoke is- 
euing from the woodwork and recog- 
nized the familiar signs of what en- 
pir.-ers call n hot box. That is to say 
thr.i a part of the machinery had chafed 
from friction and possibly an insuffi- 
cient supply of oil. Heat had been gen- 
erated quickly and fire threatened the 
factory. 


Tf.fre was no time to he lost. He took 


• up a. bucket of water and dashed it

The water was 
instantly converted into steam and an 
explosion followed. The basement was 
filletl with clouds of steam and smoke, 
and by the time Coddington bail crawl- 
ed out ihe flames had shot along the 
entire length of the factory. 
VAIN ATTEMPT TO QUENCH THE

Furtunatelv the place was not run- 


ning full strength, only about forty 
hands being at work, and these rushed
